Returns of yesterday's primaries in 
Massachusetts and Wisconsin gave 
former Senator William M. Butler, 
dry, a lead for the Massachusetts 
G. O,. P. senatorial nomination and 
assured the victory of Philip F. 
Ia Follette, son of the famous senator 
and brother of the present senator, the 
nomination for governor of Wisconsin. 

Butler, a former chairman of the 
republican national committee, run- 
ning as a dry, was leading Eben 8, 
Draper, a wet, 39,559 to 33,410 for 
the republican senatorial nomination 
from Massachusetts when returns 
from 600 of the 1,649 precincts had 
heen reported. Andrew J. (Bossy) 
Gillis was a poor third. They were 
contesting for the seat now held by 
Senator Frederick H. Gillett, a re- 
publican, who did not run for re- 
election. Boston, expected to show a 
strong majority for Draper, gave him 
only a few votes more than Butler. 

In Wisconsin, La Follette gained 
a lead of 113,988 to 83,920 over 
‘“Gevernor Walter J. Kohler for the 
republican gubernatorial nomination 
on the basis of returns = from 
1.010 of the 2,824 precincts, and the 
Milwaukee Sentinel, a Kobler paper, 
conceded the nomination. 

The primary was regarded as a 
test of strength between the La Fol- 
lettes and the conservative republi- 
cans in Wisconsin. A neck and neck 


race developed in the contest for the 
democratic senatorial nomination from 
Massachusetts with

second and Thomas C, O'Brien third. 
All are wet.

Charles H. Tuttle Leaves, 


New York G. O. P. 
Guessing at Gubernator- 
ial Aspirations. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—(UN)— | 
| Charles H. Tuttle, United States at- 


torney who has gained nation-wide 
attention in recent months through 
his activities in unearthing political 
scandals in New York city, today for- 
warded his resignation to President 
Hoover. 

Coincidentally he issued a_ state 
ment in which he reiterated a wish 
not to be considered as a republican 
candidate for the governorship of New 
York and admitted to a_ reluctant 
change of opinion concerning prohibi- 
tion. He now believes, he said, that 
the 18th amendment should be repeal- 
ed and superseded by legislation which 
would banish the saloon and yet give 
the states the right to deal individ- 
ually with the liquor problem, 

Tuttle’s resignation and the accom- 
panying statement overshadowed the 
state primaries, held today, in which 
there were but few contests. It left 
republicans wondering whether he had 
definitely eliminated himself as a 
gubernatorial candidate to oppose 
Franklin D, Roosevelt in November. 


Statement Awaited. 


Roosevelt, mentioned in some quar- 
ters as a potential democratic: presi- 
dential nominee in 1932, came out 
last week on the side of repeal. The 
statement from Tuttle, generally rec- 
ognized as the most likely republican 
candidate for governor, had thus been 
eagerly awaited. However, his words 
left little doubt of his attitude toward 
a nomination. 

“I recently urged,” he said, “that

Indictments charging blackmail, 
robbery and assault with intent to 
murder were returned Tuesday after- 
noon against Nell Hardin, Charles 


Hawkins, C. Dempsey Darr, Raymond | 


Williams, John Henry Smith and J. 
B. Nabors by the Fulton county 
grand jury. Prior to the grand jury’s 
action, Judge Luther Z. Rosser, Jr., 
of municipal court, dismissed a_ se- 
rious charge made against Dr. Iverson 
©. Case, alleged victim of the “black- 
mail ring,” by Miss Hardin. 

Bonds of the six defendants were 
set by the solicitor general’s office at 
$5,000 each. In addition to the blacik- 
mail and assault counts, Hawkins, 
Nabors, Williams and Smith were in- 
dicted for automobile larceny. 

By return of the true bills, the 
grand jury defeated habeas corpus 
proceedings instituted by Hawkins 
and the Hardin woman. Judge Vir- 
lyn B. Moore had set noon Tuesday 
as the time for release of the peti- 
tioners if indictments or warrants 
were not forthcoming, but he ex- 
tended the limit ‘Tuesday until 3 
o'clock in the afternoon in order 
to give the grand jury time to hear 
the case. The indictments were 
handed down and the warrants placed 
in the sheriff's hands at 2:30 o'clock. 

Defendant Discharged. 

After hearing from both sides in 
the case initiated by Miss Hardin 
against Dr. Case, Judge Rosser di- 
rected that an order be taken dis- 
charging the defendant. On _ the 
stand ‘br. Case told of ‘the alleged 
assault upon him in’ Miss Hardin’s 
apartment, and charged that he was 
forced to sign a check for $250 to ob- 
tain his release. 

The blackmail true bill against the 
defendants contain two counts. The 
first count alleges that the defend- 
ants unlawfully accused Dr, Case of 
an attempted criminal assault, with 
intent to extort money. The second 
count charges them with unlawfully 
accusing Dr. Case of unlawfully per- 
forming illegal operation on Nell 
Hardin and other women, with intent 
to extort money. 

Other indictments against the six 
defendants charge that they assaulted 
Dr. Case with intent to murder, 
robbed him of a First National bank 
check for $250, and assaulted him 
with intent to rob. 

An indictment against Hawkins, 
Nabors and Williams charged lar- 
ceny of an automobile from Sid P. 
Childress. of High Point, N. C., on 
August 28, and a similar indictment 
against Smith, Nabors and Williams 
charges larceny of an automobile from 
Grant-Harris-Rippey Company on 
September 12. 

The Hardin woman, under the 
name of Nell Hood, is to stand trial 
Friday with other defendants .n a 
charge of assaulting and beating ir- 
ving Socoloff, Decatur street mer- 
chant. She also is under a criminal 
court of Atlanta accusation charging 
her with larceny of a watch from a 
student.

AIR CONTRACT LET 


Two Companies To Share 
in Mail Service, Along 
Southern Route.

“WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Award 


of the contract for the carrying of 
air mail from Atlanta to Los Angeles, 
has been made to the Aviation Cor- 
poration, of which F. G. Coburn is 
president and Mable Walker Wille- 
brandt, legal counsel, and the South- 
west Air Fast Express, of which Earl 
P. Halliburton is president, it was 
announced late today by the postoffice 
department. The route will be via 
Birmingham, Ala., Dallas, Fort Worth 
and El Paso, ‘Texas, and such points 
in New Mexico and Arizona as may 
be designated. 

The contractors are to receive 40 
cents a mile for the transportation of 
mail over this route up to 225 
pounds, with an appropriate change 
in rate in the event this poundage fig- 
ure is exceeded. 

Daylight Route. 

The seryiee on this route is to be 
started within thirty days from the 
award of the contract and for the 
present the schedule will be maintained 
by daylight flying only. When the 
route is completely lighted for night 
flying, a new schedule will be fol- 
lowed. ‘The schedule for daylight fly- 
ing is now being arranged by officials 


| of the postoffice department.

ceived from cities along the new 
route, asking that they be made stop- 
ping places when the schedule is defi- 
nitely arranged. These requests will 
be given careful consideration by the 
postoffice department.

’ The-nine took refuge behind the 
foundry’s thick walls shortly after 4 
p. m., when a short gun battle with 
guards broke up the effort of these 


men and several other convicts’ to 
scage the walls to freedom. 

A guard, Arthur Owen, 39, and a 
prisoner, George Bailey, were serious- 
ly wounded in the battle. Owens at- 
tempted to stop the rush and was 
shot with his own gun after a convict 
wrested it from him. ‘Other guards 
on the high wall opened fire as the 
convicts dashed for one spot on the 
wall, and Bailey fell. 

The men surrendered after two 
hours of waiting, nothing being done 
to dislodge them, although police were 
contemplating the use of tear gas. 

The wounded prisoner a year ago 
attempted to escape with Jack Hart, 
one of Maryland’s most notorious gun- 
men and robbers. 

Bailey was marooned on the prison 
roof when an improvised rope broke, 
but Hart, hanging to-the rope, dropped 
20 feet to the ground and escaped. 
Hart is still at liberty. 

Bailey is said to have been shot 
through the body, in the battle this 
evening. He was/taken to the prison 
hospital. }

MAKE GEORGIA POPULAR. 

The discussions had and tentative 
plans proposed at the conference 
of state and regional leaders with 
the Georgia State Chamber of Com-: 
merce on Monday indicate a cer- 
tain co-operative forward move- 
ment to develop more profitably 
the resources and business of the 
State. 

The same qua non of the success 
of the movement is to get the larg- 
est possible association of the rep- 
resentative people of the whole 
state in the determined prosecution 
of the plan. The idea of forming 
county co-operative chambers of 
commerce all over the state is the 
basic idea and the more completely 
those bodies are organized and re- 
lated to the spinal column, the 
Georgia State Chamber of Com- 
merce, the more surely will the 
movement become popular and po- 
tential. 

A competent committee 
formulate the statewide plan and re- 
port it on September 22. When 
reported and perfected the plan 
should be prosecuted with ali the 
vigor and patriotic earnest of which 
Georgians are capable when aroused 
to their vital interests. 

We have in Georgia everything 
desirable to make it a magnet for 
population, enterprise, agricultural 
plenty and prosperity, and a play- 
ground for the recreation-seeking

order; the greatly important com- 
mittee on foreign relations will have 
as now Borah for ¢hairman, followed 
by Johnson, with Cappér and La-

THIS CONSTITUTION DAY. 


On this 143d anniversary of the 
signing of the constitution of the 
United States by the state’s dele- 
gates who framed it in 1787 it is 
pertinent to hold in mind that the 
constitution is still venerated and 
upheld by the mass of the Ameri- 
can people. It is going much too 
far ahead of the facts to say that 
the people contemn the constitu- 
tion and are willing to allow its un- 
welcome provisions to be nullified. 

The truth is that the ‘constitution 
is being more critically studied, is 
being better understood by the in- 
telligent, and is being more strongly 
advocated for observance than at 
any time past in our history. 


At first the constitution was an 
experiment in a new system for the 
functioning of representative de- 
mocracy. Then it became a fetish 
of national creed and devotion. Now 
it is a working mechanism by the 
fundamental principles of which the 
dual system of central duties and 
states’ rights may be operated with- 
out friction, usurpations or nullifi- 
cations. “ 


If there appears throughout the 
nation a large body of opinion that 
differs from certain contents of the 
constitution the conflict does not 
relate to the original document. In 
each such case the difference re- 
lates to Some one or more of the 
amendments of it that. have been 
made to it since the slavery prohibi- 
tion amendment was ratified at the 
end of the War Between the States. 
The controversial amendmenis, in- 
deed, are three only—the 14th, 
iSth and 18th. As to them there 
are such wide and strong divisions

' Defining 


Peace. 

What is peace? The Academie 
Francaise, which year in and year 
out works away at the making of 
its dictionary, is already in the “p's” 
and will svon have to define the 
meaning of this word, the mainte- 
nance of which in the world is the 
aim of peoples and politicians. Is 
peace simply a negative condition re- 
sulting from the absence of war, or 
is it something positive? Pending the 
academy's pronouncement, some sug- 
gestions have been put forward as 
to the definition of “La Paix.”

“A 
state of quietude so difficult to at- 
tain that it is nearly always demand- 
ed in violent language as shown by 
the phrase, ‘Fichez-moi la paix.’” 
Or this: “An object desired by all 
good citizens who think like our- 
selves.” This enables the world to 
be divided into two classes, our 
friends who are the friends of peace, 
and our enemies who are the ene- 
mies of peace. Or, finally this: “A 
nomadic traveler always on the move 
and unable ever to settle down. We 
speak of the peace of Versailles, peace 
of Brest Litovsk, peace of Ryswyck, 
and so on.” But in this sense the

Courteliné’s amusing little one-act 
farce, “l’'Article 350,” was about a 
man who found ingenious ways of 
making laws which he disliked inop- 
erative through observing them to the 
letter.

Killing bulls in a ring is. of course, 
quite illegal in France. It is done, 
howeyer, all through the Midi, all 
summer long.

They come to the bull fights, are 
among the enthusiastic spectators. 
then draw up a little indictment of 
those responsible. Some one pays a 
fine which can be easily spared off 
the gate receipts. On gala occasions 
matadors are imported from Spain, 
but the baiters are all Frenchmen. 
Alex Smell, the Paris writer, who 
went out of his way to watch one of 
these southern bullfights, reports that 
the French picadors may be inferior 
to Spanish professionalé, but that it 
is hard to imaginé anything neater 
and more skilful than their cape 
passing. It is not altogether an un- 
fair game he finds in spite of the 
refuges behind which the baiters can 
duck. They take perilous chances, 
in which the slightest miscalculation 
of the eve or slip 6f the foot might 
prove fatal. The bull, of course, is 
defeated by his own stupidity. He 
charges with his whole ton of beef 
at a waving rag, when his real ad- 
versary is right beside it, within 
inches of his horns.

Over Reins of Federal Reserve 
Bank He Will Find Condi- 
tions Far Easier Than Did 
Any of His Predeces- 
sors—Standard Oil of 
Indiana Head More 
Hopeful Over 
Business Fu- 

ture. 


When Eugene Meyer, Jr., takes over 
the office of governor of the federal 
reserye board at Washington, he will 
find the federal reserve banks in a 
particularly easy credit condition. 

The rediscount rate of the Federal 
Reserve bank, of New York, is 2 1-2 
per cent, and has been since June 20. 
Boston, where Roy A. Young has 
just become governor, has a rate of 
3 per cent, established July 3. Each 
of the ten other federal reserve banks 
is now on a 3 1-2 per cent basis, Min- 
neapolis being the hast to drop from 
4 to 3 1-2 per cent, in the last few 
days. 

One or two examples will show the 
federal reserve banks are loaded with 
money. September 10, Boston had 
$212,410,000 in gold reserve and only 
$10,893,000 in bills discounted by 
member banks. New York had $982,- 
196,000 in gold and only $26,122, 
in bills discounted; Minneapolis $65,- 
586,000 in gold, and only $4,141,000 
in bills discounted, while San Fran- 
cisco had $295,936,000 in gold re- 
serves and only $7,221,000 in bills 
rediscounted by member banks. 

‘Together, the twelve federal reserve 
banks have almost three billion dol- 
lars in gold reserves, and only $183,- 
195.000 lent to member banks.

Postmaster-General Will 
Submit Report to 
Hoover Soon. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—(4)—A 


survey of the postoffice lease situa- 
tion, requested by President Hoover 
in Mareh, has been completed by 
Postmaster-General Brown: It is to 
be delivered to the president some 
time this week. 

The just-completed summary has - 
been considered but another step for- 
ward in the plan to make the United 
States owner, not tenant, of the coun- 
try s important postoffice buildings. 

In addresses and annual reports, 
the postmaster-general repeatedly has 
called attention to these facts: The 
department now occupies about 6,500 
buildings under leases running from 
five to 20 years, for which annual 
rent bill is approximately $17,000,000. 
In 5,000 tons the main postoffice is 
in a leased building. Im large cities, 
1,300 buildings are being leased for 
branch offices, 100 for garages, 53 
for railway mail stations. ighest 
rental is $36,000 per year,efor Chi- 
cago’s Van Buren street station. 

rown, commenting that the World 
War compelled the abandonment of 
federal building at the very time the 
srowth of the parcel post system was 
necessitating increased quarters, has 
frequently diseussed the prise of the 
‘professional  bidder’’- for postoffices.

M’DONOUGH, Ga. Sept. 16.— 
“If America should fail in her social 
democracy it would not be because 
she lacked natural resources, invigorat- 
ing climate, or opportunities to develop 
;her latent potentialities, but it would 
ibe because America is bankrupt in de- 
'yeloping civic character,” said Judge 
1G. Ogden Persons in his charge to the 


'grand jury at the opening here of the 
superior court of Henry county. 

Judge Persons called the attettion 
of the grand jurors to the fact that 
they were supposed to be of superior 
intelligence and of.a higher type of 
character. “A tremendous responsi- 
bility rests upen you, gentlemen of 
the grand jury,” he continued. “You 
are called upon to judge the innocent 
as well as to ascertain the-.guilty; to 
see that justice is done and to preyent 
persecution.” 

In addition, Judge Persons said: “It 
is claimed that the grand jury is full 
of cumbersome circumlocution. My 
opinion is that you stimulate public 
opinion as to civic righteousness. Ev- 
ery grand juror, every trial juror, ev- 
ery judge, every prosecuting attorney, 
every sheriff, every bailiff, every offi- 
cer has a tremendously serious duty to 
perform. Because of the seriousness 
of this task people in authority should 
be righteous.” 


Outlines Duties. 


In outlining the duties of the ju- 
rors Judge Persons stressed the ne- 
cessity of each juror himself searching 
before he attempted to weigh the 
his own life and making it righteous 
balances. 

_ “Every man who breaks any law 
is unfortunate,” he declared, “and not 
just the ones who get caught.” 

In showing that he believed that 
the great body of the American peo- 
ple was trying to lead upright lives, 
Judge Persons cited the public school 
system of the United States. 
public schools show how people are 
growing better. ‘The children are be- 
ing transported to and from school by 
ithe counties, are Being faught in good 
schoolhouses by the counties and are 
given every opportunity by their eom- 
munities to be developed into high 
itypes of citizens. 
| . “Our national success depends rpon 
| the quality of our citizenship. Ow 
,sOovernment is a social democracy. If 
,that should fail, no form of govern- 
| ment would be left but a dictatorship 
‘or anarchy,” he declared. “If this 
{government should fall it would be 
| worse than the fall of ancient Rome, 
‘which plunged the world into darkness 
\for a thousand years. In thinking of 
‘the seriousness of the situation, I am 
| appalled at the fact that men who 
‘Should be leaders are indifferent and 
!apathetic.” 

As an illustration of the tendency 
to disregard social laws, Judge Per- 
sons called attention to the evasion 
of the 18th amendment. He traced 
the develépment of the prohibition sen- 
timent in Georgia and cited cases to 
show how each modification of the 
prseent law resulted in evil. ® 


Grave Danger Seen. 


“Americans should be aroused to 
the dangers in the present situation,” 
he declared. “We need to arouse a 
resistance to crime in the lives of 
children in every schoo].” 

He deplored the present “lynching 
epidemic” and congratulated Henry 
county on the fact that in so far as he 
knew no such outrage had been com- 
mitted in the county. He pleaded with 
the jury in case such a circumstance 
should arise to provide for the accused 
party all due process of law. 

“One of the most serious things we 
have to consider,” he went on, “is the 
improper use of the automobile. Put-

PROSPECTS IMPROVED 


Potatoes and Sweet Potatoes 


Badly Hampered by 
Drouth. 


Production prospects for peaches, 
pears and apples jaave improved 
slightly this month, the weekby bulle- 
tin of the bureau of agricultural eco- 
nomics, United States department of 
agriculture, issued Tuesday, said. 

The potato crop was,cut sharply by 
the drouth. Sweet potatoes were re- 
duced several million bushels. 

Grape shipments were increasing 
rapidly, and heavier movements also 
were indicated for potatoes, apples, 
onions and cabbages. Higher prices 
were registered for potatoes and 
lettuce, 

The peach crop now is forecast at 
about 48,461,000 bushels, approxi- 
mately 6 per‘cent larger than the 
1929 crop. 
where the crop has been harvested 
shipments confirm the forecast and 
production has been. estimated at 
10,088,000 bushels. 

A slight improvement was reported 
in Florida citrus with the September 
condition of orahges at 84 per cent, 
grapefruit at 80, and tangerines at 79. 

Prospects still were g for an 
abundance of market supplies. For- 
wardings of new crop grapefruit from 
Florida points were’ becoming quite 
heavy by mid-September and imports 
from Cuba and Porto Rico were 
numerous, 

Florida shipped 190 cars of grape- 
fruit last week to California’s eight. 

The condition of California oranges 
and grapefruit was 85 per cent.

Addressing radiologists, physicians 
and surgeons from 41 states attending 
2 post-graduate conference on methods 
of cancer control, Dr. Ernst charged 
“the company at present enjoying the 
X-ray tube monopoly” filed away use- 
ful patents. 

“These patents,” he said, “could and 
should have been employed by others 
in the interest of humanity and espe- 
cially the treatment of cancer by a 
more effective X-ray radiation. 

“This unfortunate condition will 
continue indefinitely unless the radi- 
ologists of America in co-operation 
with other interested scientists and 
medical organizations and our own 
government prepare ways and means 
of combating these practices,” he said.

HULL URGES CHANGE 
N IMMIGRATION PLAN 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—(2)— 
An extension of the principle of se- 
lective immigration to insure that no 
American citizen would be thrown 
out of work by aliens coming to this 
country was advocated in a radio ad- 
dress Monday night by Harry EB. Hull, 
commissioner general of immigration. 


His address, over the National 
Broadcasting chain, followed the an- 
nouncement last week by President 
Hoover that applications for future 
immigration visas would be rejected 
if the applicants were likely to be- 
come public charges upon reaching the 
country and add to the unemployment 
total. 

While Commissioner Hull did not 
refer to the president’s announcement 
he quoted Mr. Hoover as saying in 
his last message to congress that “our 
present problem is to formulate a 
method in which a limited number of 
immigrants whom we do welcome 
shall be adapted to our national set- 
tings and our national needs.” 

“My appeal to you, my country- 
men,” Hull added, “is that we follow 
this far-seeing vision of our presi- 
dent so that in the future immigrants 
shall not enter the country who are 
unneeded or undesirable.” 

Hull said 241,700 immigrants en- 
tered the United States last year and 
that it was a reasonable estimate that 
more than 50 per cent of them “are 
today displacing American citizens 
who are gainfully employed. 

“Scientific selective immigration is | 
a far-reaching, progressive move to 
solve our unemployment and farm 
problem,” he asserted. 

“If we had had selective immigra- 
tion 50 years ago,” he added, “there 
would have been no underworld 
problem of the magnitude nor charac- 
ter that our peace officers now have 
on their hands. And while the crim- 
inal is primarily a social menace and 
should be dealt with first as such, he 
also presents an economic problem of 
great importance.” ; 

The commissioner said selective im- 
migration would afford to the labor- 
ing man “the same protection we give 
to the industries by a tariff. : 

“With unemployment as it is at the 
present time in this country,” he con- 
tinued, “we should refuse admission 
from any country to those who ex- 
pect to make their living as miners, 
musicians, textile workers, brick lay- 
ers, carpenters, plumbers, common 
laborers, tile setters, stone cutters, 
actors, asbestos workers, bakers, boil- 
ermakers, bookbinders, shoe work- 
ers, iron workers, cigar makers, hat 
makers, draftsmen, garment workers, 
tailors, glass workers, section men, 
waiters, porters, barbers and = shoc 
shiners.”

Briand Pays Tribute 
To German F riend 


GENEVA, Switzerland, Sept. 16.— 
(P)—The affection which M. Aristide 
Briand and Dr. Stresemann, the late 
German foreign minister, had for each 
other was recalled today when the 
IF'rench foreign minister, in an address 
to newspaper men, paid a remarkable 
tribute to his late colleague. 

“He was a man whom I learned to 
love,” M. Briand said. “Between us 
there never was any difference in aim, 
for both of us sought peace. We 
could sit down together in perfect 
confidence and loyalty to discuss the 
most serious problems. Generally our 
discussions yielded a solution.” 

Arthur Henderson, British foreign 
minister, who preceded M. Briand, 
paid his tribute to the “Man of Lo- 
carno.” 

“Whatever difference of opinion 
there may be in our methods,” said 
Mr. Henderson, “M. Briand and I are 
absolutely of the same mind in our 
ambition for peace.”

GENEVA, Switzerland, Sept. 16.— 
(P)—The affection which M. Aristide 
Briand and Dr. Stresemann, the late 
German foreign minister, had for each 
other was recalled today when the 
French foreign minister, in an address 
to newspaper men, paid a remarkable 
tribute to his late colleague. 

“He was a man whom I learned to 
love,’ M. Briand said. “Between us 
there never was any difference in aim, 
for both of us sought peace. We 
could sit down together in perfect 
confidence and loyalty to discuss the 
most serious problems. Generally our 
discussions yielded a solution.” 

Arthur Henderson, British foreign 
minister, who preceded M. Briand, 
paid his tribute to the “Man of Lo- 
carno.”

Mrs. McCormick Charges 


Act Seeks To Forestall ’ 


CHICAGO, Sept. 16.—(4)—All 
espionage charges, and evidence per- 
taining to espionage, were summarily 
dropped today by the senate commit- 
tee, which is inquiring into senatorial 
campaign expenditures in Illinois. 

The committee decided to return 


forthwith to its main line of inquiry, 
that being investigation of the ex- 
nditures Of Congresswoman Ruth 


Raaua McCormick in the primary 


election which gave her the repub- 
lican nomination to the United States 
senate. 

Senator Nye gave as his reason the | 
fact that the committee is pressed for | 
time and desirous of concluding its) 
work in Chicago by Saturday night. 

As the committee reached this de- 
cision, Attorney General Oscar KE. 
Carlstrom, of Lilinois, stood by with a 
statement “in defense of the honor 
of Mra. McCormick,” and had present 
two witnesses by which he declared 
he would prove investigators for the 
cominittee practiced both espionage 
and wiretapping. 


He was not allowed to read his. 


statement and his witnesses were not 
allowed to testify. To his protests, 
Chairman Gerald P. Nye, of North 
Dakota, replied each time with “Call 
Mrs. Reinecke.” 

Mrs. Mabel C. Reinecke was a wit- 
ness. She turned upon the commit- 
tee with a lecture, 

“You have disrupted our whole 
campaign, she charged. “It has 
seemed strange to us that while Mra. 
McCormick, the only woman to be 
nominated for the United States sen- 
ate, is interferred with, other candi- 
dates have not been.” 

Nye protested, saying the commit- 
tee had no intention to interfere with 
Mre. McCormick's campaign. 

There followed repartee in which 
every member of the committee par- 
ticipated except Senator Roscoe Pat- 
terson, of Missouri. 

(‘arlstrom’s statement, while not a 
part of the record, was released to 
the press. It charged certain tests 
made by W. CC. Dannenberg, owner of 
the detective agency employed by Mrs. 
McCormick, to shadow Senator Nye, 
proved a connection between the chair- 
man and espionage upon Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick. 

An operative for Dannenberg pre- 
tended to betray his employer, the 
statement said, and furnished to David 
Groh, alleged investigator for the com- 
mittee, certain names of Dannenberg 
employes. These employes were im- 
mediately subpoenaed to appear be- 
fore the committee, the statement al- 
leged. 

Nye, himself, read a lengthy state- 
ment at the beginning of the day's 
session in which he denied the com- 
mittee had caused any espionage of 
any sort on any candidate. 

“The most conclusive answer to the 
slanderous insinuation that the com- 
wittee instigated the alleged theft of 
these records may be found in the 
fact that it could not possibly make 
use of any records obtained by such 
methods,” the chairman declared. “On 
the other hand, if the records con- 
tained any information pertinent to 
the inquiry, the committee was armed 
with ample authority to obtain and 
use them.” 

Another statement, prepared bub 
barred, was that of Dannenberg in 
which he intended to inform the com- 
mittee he declined to furnish certain 
of his records which they had sub- 
poenaed.

Compromise Reached Be- 
tween Interested Groups 
To Permit Extension of 
Time for Hearing. 


November 17 was the date fixed 
Tuesday by the Georgia public serv- 
ice oommission for the submission by 
the Georgia Power Company of a 
new schedule on wholesale, commer- 


cial and municipal electric rates to 
apply in Georgia. 

When the schedule and other infor- 
mation is submitted and made avail- 
able to other parties, a future bear- 
ing. perhaps 30 days later, will be 
held on ‘the question of revision of 
rates. 

Preston S. Arkwright, president of 
the power company, appeared before 
the commission in response to a rule 
nisi which ordered the company to 
show cause why the wholesale, com- 
mercial and municipal rates should 
not be uniform. He told the commis- 
sion his company was making a sur- 
vey of the niore than 500 individual 
wholesale consumers in Georgia and 
that it would require at least a year 
to complete this examination. 

Rate experts at the commission in- 
dicated that that body also will make 
an examination of the rates charged 
to large users of power with the pros- 
pect: that a definite determination of 
new rates, if any revision is made, will 
not be made before the fall of 1931. 

If rates now applicable in north 
Georgin were fixed for the entire 
state, Mr. Arkwright told the commis-

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—(/)— 
President Hoover today accepted the 
resignation of. Admiral Charles fF. 
ughes, chief of naval operations, 
who leaves active service in the navy 
tomorrow when he is relieved by Ad- 
miral William V. Pratt. 

“Pring your service in the navy,” 
the president said, “you have. suc- 
cessfully commanded all units of the 
fleet, culminating in the present high- 
est office offered by the navy, from 
which you now feel it is your duty 
to resign. I wish to express my ap- 
preciation of the splendid services 
you have performed, and also the con- 
viction that your resignation will be 
received with ‘deep regret, not only 
from the naval service, but from the 
country as a whole.”
